Harrishurg next January will be almost a
duplteats of the 1818 General Ansembly,
avcording to pre-siection indications.

The prospects of another bitter factlonal
fight between Penrcse and McNichol on
the one hand and the Vares and Governor
Hrumbaugh on the other, have led Rapub-
llean Orgunisation leaders in all parts of
the Stats to pay particular attention o
the campalgns of the leginlative candidates,
s that the prospecta of an Increanse In
the Demoeratic representation nare very
slight. Only an overwhelming sweep for
Wilson in the State ocould increass the

INDEPENDENTS ELIMINATED

The Independents will be almost wholly
without representation, The passing of the
Washington party organization Into the
control of the Republican Organization
leaders throughout the State eliminated in
the primary the legisintive candidates who
might have been clamsed as independents,
and threw the Washington party nomina-
tlons, except In remote cases, to the Rae-
publicans.

An entirely new Houpe of Represaniatives,
eonsisting of 207 members, In to be elected
Twenty-five Senntors, or just one-half of
the total number of members In the upper
branch. alse are to be electsd

Even the division on loeal option, which
will come up again next year, will ba about
the same as last, according to prosent indi-
oations. In 1915 local option had 78 votes
in the house. The local optionists, however,
are suggesting some surprizes when this
lssue comes up.
